The next gas field of importance to be developed 
was the Bow Island field, on which work was begun 
in 1908, on the south bank of the South Saskatchewan 
River on the Crow’s Nest branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It was in this field that Canada’s 
largest gas well was drilled, producing, when com- 
pleted, approximately thirty million cubic feet of 
gas per day, and it was on the strength of this de- 
velopment that the enormous sixteen-inch pipe line, 
one hundred and seventy-five miles in length, was 
financed and built in order to supply the towns en 
route. Other fields have been opened, pong them 
that known as the Foremost field, located on Etzikom 
Coulee. In 1914, the first well was drilled here in 
search of oil, and at a depth of about two thousand 
feet, gas in very large quantities was found. Re- 
another wel! has been completed in this field,

As many as three hundred wells have been drilled in 
Alberta up to the present time in various sections 
of the province.

The latter being 
a business docu- 
ment and necessarily entirely free 
from any touch of political influence 
is the more clearly understandable 
presentment of conditions and it is 
an equally reliable guide because 
there exists no phase of Canada’s in- 
dustrial and commercial life which is 
not touched upon and affected by the 
truly national institution of which it 
is an annual record. 

The company’s report for the year 
just issued, reflects the marked con- 
traction the nation’s business has ex- 
perienced, Gross earnings for the 
year totalled $182,502,156, a decline 
cf $13,334,933 from those of the pre- 
vious year. Freight earnings alone 
cocreased by $10,794,416. Working 
expenses, including all taxes totalled 
$145,274,914, a decrease of $13,083,- 
165. Net earnings totalled $37,227,- 
241, a decrease for the year of $251,- 
768. The working expenses for the 
year, including all taxes, amount to 
79.60 per cent. of the gross carnings, 
and the net earnings to 20.40 per 
cent.,, as compared with 80.83 per 
cent, and 19.14 per cent. respectively 
in 19238 

In his summary to the annual re- 
ort Chairman and President E. W. 
3eatty points out that the decrease 
in freight earnings, which alone 
amounted to $10,794,416, is largely 
accounted for by the much smaller 
movement of grain and flour, par- 
ticularly the former, owing te the 
smalex crop in Western Canada, He! 
instances also a substantial decrease 
in the movement of manufactured 
articles as a result of the general 
business situation. Notwithstanding 
this, he says, the result of the com- 
tany’s operations must be consid- 
cred satisfactory.

The 
land sales were in excess of last 
year, but were still of moderate pro- 
portions, due partly to the fact that 
Immigration was not extensive, es- 
pecially of those financially able to 
immediately purchase land holdings. 
The wide-spread character of the 
company’s operations, said the re- 
port, makes it necessary that sub- 
stantial cash balances’ should be 
maintained and for that purpose the 
directors had authorized and main- 
tained the creation and sale of 
securities totalling $52,000,000. 
Special attention was drawn to de- 
creases in the company’s income 
from subsidiary companies, particu- 
larly the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ships operating on the Atlantic 
where continued light freight busi- 
ness and smaller passenger traffic 
cut into earnings. Results in this 
connection were disappointing, says 
the report. In anticipation of a con- 
siderable increase in passenger and 
freight traffic the schedules for the 
season were arranged to provide for 
ten additional sailings during the 
St. Lawrence season. The schedules 
of sailings of other companies were 
also enlarged with the result that 
competition was increased, and this
